On April 10, the New Mexico Department of Finance and Administration (DFA] received 
your request to inspect records. 

Regarding operations, programs, current and past staff members and employees of the 
New Mexico Finance Authority (NMFA), as well as audits and policies, you requested 
numerous DFA records, including e-mails, text messages and other writings and 
recordings. 

This correspondence is to update you on DFA's efforts to retrieve the requested 
materials. 

Our initial efforts have led to the recovery of several hundred pages of documents and, 
as time allows, we have begun a review to confirm responsiveness. We plan an additional 
legal review before release. 

To allow inspection in as timely a manner as possible, DFA proposes to produce the 
responsive documents to you in batches as they become available. 

We anticipate this approach will offer a more expedient platform to manage review by 
DFA's General Counsel than if we were to gather all responsive documents and then 
perform what would surely be a lengthy legal review. 

DFA's so-called "rolling production" could start by the end of July. We anticipate we ma> 
need several more weeks or even months to fulfill your IPRA request because of the large 
volume of potentially responsive materials.
